This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: The limitation of "bowl" in Claim 1 line 3 is disclosed as "base 1 10" in 
paragraph 79 of the specification. For clarity and consistency "base 110" should be -bowl 110- 

Additionally, "container" in Claim 1 line 9 is disclosed as "jug 102" in paragraph 79 of the 
specification. For clarity and consistency "jug 102" should be -container 102-. 

The CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED DISCLOSURE" section should be updated to 
show that 10/065,065 is now US 6,691,460 Bl. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, in Claim 1, lines 35-39, the "flow 
control valve means having an elongated tapered stem secured to the control knob for conjoint 
rotation therewith, said elongated tapered stem extending through the first opening and said 
second opening and into said hollow seeping chamber" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.
